Rabbi or no Rabbi?

The Talmud Torah Trust. 
From Mr. A. H. HYAMS (Secretary). 
To the Editor of THE JEWIsH CHRONICLE. 


Sin, There are two items in the letter from Councillor M. H. Davis, 
L.C.C., that require official attention. Throughout this controversy it 
iloes not seem that Mr. Davis has been well-informed. 

He says that the Trust was never “even indirectly responsible for 
the founding of a single Talmud Torah.” This is not correct. The Trust 
was directly responsible for the founding of the Bethnal Green Talmud 
‘Torah, as can be seen from the winutes of the Trust. This ought to be 
known to Mr. Davis, as it is one of the Federation Talmud Torahs. If 
Mr. Davis reads the Deed of Trust which, as he rightly states, was made 
by a former President of the Federation, the first Lord Swaythling, 
the objects therein set ont are not to found Talmud “Torahbs, 
but to help them to instruct the Jewish youth living in the 
counties of London, Middlesex, Essex, Kent and Surrey in the study of 
the Holy Jewish law, etc, etc. The establishment of such institutions 
must be the act of those who desire to have them. The Talmud Torah 
‘Trust has helped very materially the foundation of the following Talmud 
Torahs— Redmans Road, Commercial Road, Great Garden Street and 

stick Lane, besides some of the smaller institutions. We have not to 
take away the initiative but to encourage, and, by grants, assist in the 
development of the local spirit. 

Again, Mr. Davis says, “the Trust suddenly found it necessary to 
hold its first examination of children and wake up a little from its long 
slumber.” ‘The facts are that the late Mr. Isaac Feldman gave £100 and 
then bequeathed £40 tothe Trust for the purpose ofa Prize Fund. The 
Central Committee of the Jewish War Memorial, through the efforts of 
Dayan Dr. A. Feldman and Mr. Herbert Adler, M.A., offered us four Ellis 
A. Franklin Memorial Prizes of the value of £5 each; then Sir Meyer 
Spielman and Mr. Herbert Adler obtained for us a grant of £10 from the 
Singer Memorial lund; and, lastly, Dayan H: M. Lazarus, M.A., and the 
Kev. Walter Levin obtained some further donations from private sources, 
thus enabling the first competitive examination to be held. Of conrse, 
all the Talmud Torahs bold their own examinations, which are essential 
for testing the progress of the pupils and for grading them. 

Mutual recriminations, however, will not help the Talmud Torahs 
any more than they will benefit the Trust, which, for over twenty years, 
has served as a common meeting-ground between the affiliated institu- 
tions, where difficulties could be brought forward and advice sought 
and given,

Jewish Board of Guardians, 
REGISTER OF ASSISTANCE. 


At the request of the Central Committee of Jewish Charities, the 
Board has consented to establish at its own expense a Register of Mutual 
Assistance, in order to enable each co-operating charity to know when 
the cases it is assisting are also helped by other bodies. The Kegister 
will not be available to the public but only to official representatives of 
institutions. By this means it is hoped to obviate enquiries from various 
bodies and prevent undue publicity being given to a case. It is also 
hoped to make it possible to treat the requirements of a necessitous 
family asa whole. Forms will be peovided to institutions which will be 
sent at regular intervals to the Registrar. From the index any institu. 
tion will be informed should another institution already be interested in 
the case. The intention of the Register when checking overlapping is 
not that the family should be dropped but that more effective help 
should be given. It is hoped that Agencies will pool information and 
consult the Register before giving assistance,

No. 498.—The Month of May, 1096. 


My Dean Cousty, 

Passover in that vear fell on a Thursday, about the middle of April. 
The weather had heen delightful in the Rhine country and the Festival was 
selebrated in the Jewish Communities in that district with the customary 
joyfulness. Why should it have been otherw ise? The Jews lived on the 
best of terms with their Christian nm whbours, and so highly were the y 
epected that when in the year 1084 the Bishop of Speyer extended the bound. 
aries of the city. he invited a number of Jews to dwell in the new parishes, 
«ffering them extensive privileges and protection. The sky was sunny in the 
lovely spring weather, and the Jews counted the Omer days in anticipation 
ef the « celebration of the Feast whieh commemorates the giving of the Torah. 

Rut in the world hevond a mighty movement was beginning to take shape 
and form, at first no bigyver than a man’s hand in size but destined ultimately 
14 produce great changes in tho life and thouglit of Europe. Christians were 
leing urged to gird up their loins, march to the Holy Land and deliver the 
Sepulchre of their Saviour from the Turk. The eloquent preachers who 
spoke to the multitudes in different centres appealed to the pity of their 
audiences. to their religious zeal, to their imagination. The movement 
seems to have had a faseimation for all and sundry, and before lony hordes 
of mea and women banded themselves tovether under leaders, some of them 
responsible and some utterly reckless, to begin their mad march te the 
Kast. The knights were attracted by the possibility of martial adventures 
and military distinctions, and many of the peasants went because the prospect 
olered a respite from their dull, menial, daily round and from a life which 
was little diferent from that of the beasts they tended. Here was adven- 
ture; here was the possibility of travel, here the chance of escape. Doubtless 
there were some, too, who, in their simplicity of heart, really went to 
rescue the Holy Sepulchre from the hands of unbelievers, 

(in their movement eastward these bands came across Jews. Jews were 
unbelievers, too, and Jews in the popular imagination were held to be wealthy. 
The Jews, therefore, were a target with a double appeal, the appeal of greed 
and the appeal of religion. Moreover, the preachers had promised the 
(‘rusaders the remission of all sins, whether committed in the past or to be 
committed in the future, In possession of such a blank cheque, is it remark- 
able that the rabble,unhindered by any considerations of their own conscience, 
or of the wuidance of others, should have fallen on their Jewish victims 
wherever they found them, senselessly, wantonly, cruelly, staining the name 
of Christianity for ever in human annals ? 

The holocaust broke out on the holy Sabbath day which (as this year) 
happened to be the Sth day of /yer. The story of a Jewish contemporary 
tells its own tale. 


Tas Crusaders and th» citizens first rose up against the holy and pious 
‘igregation of Speyer, thinking to surprise all the Jews in the Synagogue. 
But th: Jews learned of their plan, and accordingly rose up early and, pro- 
aig to the Synavegue, completed the service betimes, and returns d te 
their homes. When the enemy realised that their attack had been prevented, 
they fell upon the Jews, killingele ven of them, “As soon as Bishop John heard 
the news he hastened with a large force to the assistance of the Jews, whom 
he allowed to take refuge in bis own house. He also arrested a number of the 
citizens, and had their hands cut off; for he was a rizhteous man. The Presi- 
dont of ths congregation. Rabbi Moses ben Rabbi YVekuthiel, was also helpful, 
rixking his own life in order to save those who had been carried away to. be 
beptised ayainst their will. Bishop John allowed the Jews to flee to walled 
‘ities, there to remain until the enemies of the Lord had passed by. In 
these places they continued, leading a miserable existence with tears and 
mioins, since thay were attacked by the Crusaders every day. 


Terrible, indeed, must have been the horror of the Jews in view of the 
onslaughts to which they were subjected. The band that had passed through 
Speyer was in all probalnlity of no great size, and it was possible therefore 
ti heat them off. The news of the events in Speyer was soon carried to the 
neighbouring congregation of Worms. But the news arrived too late. Two 
lays after the occurrences at Speyer a band of Crusaders, calling themselyes 
the © Wolves of the Wilderacss,” reached Worms, where the Jews were already 
in fear and trembling. What happened in Worms the Jewish chronicler 
writes in blood and tears. © 


When the evil intelligence of the events in Speyer came to Worms the 
community cried to the Lord, and poured out their soul in bitter tears, for 
they saw that their fate had been sealed in heaven and that there was no 
escape, either forwards or backwards. The congregation divided itself inte 
two portions; th» one fled te the Bishop's castle, the other remained in 
the houses, for the burghers of Worms had given them th» assurance that 
they would protect them. But their words were false and their assurances 
lik» useless reeds, for the burghers were at. one with the Crusaders te destroy 
our name and wipe out our remnant. ‘* Do not be afraid of them,” they 
said ty Us. since anyone who kills one of you will be answerable to us with h's 
life. Th community placed all their possessions in the hands of the

The CHAIRMAN said that the only permanent officials the Federation 
had were those in London : no one was employed permanently abroad. He 
also gave in detail the salaries of the secretarial staff which totalled Lisa 
week, But when appeals were being issued extra temporary help was 
required. None of the Hon. Officers charged any expenses for work abroad 
or theirtravels. Of the £1,£34 mentioned in the statement of accounts as 
salaries, etc., half was paid to the permanent staff avd the other half to 
temporary provincial and foreign organisers. The number of appeals sent 
out in 1929 was creater than in 19.3, and expenditure had also increas¢ d 
correspondingly. In a pre. ious period there was in existance the Jewish 
War Victims’ Fand. Whenever that body issued appeals the Federation 
refrained from doing likewise. During the last sixteen months the 
l'ederation had to issue five appeals, no other body being in the fleld, and 
the expenditure had naturally increased. Press advertising had not cost 
much considering that £22,000 had been received ; £303 only had been 
spent in this country. The Chairman was satisfied that every penny 
of the money went to those for whom it was intended. 

Mr. FE. ZEITLYN asked how it came that £1,500 was sent to countries 
like France, Germany and Valestine. 

Mr. Hf. A. GOODMAN demanded firmer administration. For seven or 
eight months, he said, there bad been no meeting of the Council, and it 
was not right for the Executive to assume sole responsibility in this way. 
lle suggested that the Council should meet every month. 

The CHAIRMAN emphasised the fact that no expense was involved in 
the places where the money was distributed. Money bad been sent to 
Palestine for Passover relief and had been earmarked for that purpose 
by the donors. Money sent to other countries was to assist refugees 
from Soviet Russia. He gave the number of the meetings of the Executive 
since its election last October, and referred to the difficulty of forming a 

Mr. EpWiIn J. CRACKNLLL, the Auditor, said thatthe accounts of the 
lederation were not strictly speaking “audited,” but were kept by his 
fim. All moniespaid to the Federation were entered and every receipt 
checked, and the Executive was supplied with a weekly report, four 
quarterly reports anda iinancial statement. The chargé for that was 
£150. What the meeting had before them was not a balance-sheet but 
only a statement.

The CHAIRMAN proposed “That the Board of Deputies be invited 
to appoint two representatives on the Executive Committee of the 
Federation.”

Jewish’ Excavations in Palestine. 


RENEWED INTEREST IN) ANTIQUITIES. 


Dr. Kk. L. SUKENIK, Archeologist to the Hebrew University of 
Jerusalem, delivered a lantern lecture, on “ Recent Jewish Excavations 
in Palestine,” to the Friends of the Hebrew University of Jerusalem and 
the Anglo-Palestinian Club, at the Swedenborg Hall, Hart Street, on 
Wednesday evening. Sir ISRAEL GOLLANCZ presided. | 

Dr. SUKENIK said that it was rather surprising to notice that the 
Jewish nation had been giving so little attention to its antiquities, and 
that in nearly all countries where Jewish life manifested itself it was 
"ou Jews who drew attention to the remains of Jewish antiquities. 
Javing centuries, scattered over many countries without any security 
and continually facing the danger of expulsion, it was only natural that 
the Jewish nation could not attach itself to the manifestations of its life 
and culture which could not be removed and carriedaway. In Palestine 
this attitude had undergone a favourable change, and already Jewish 
learning was directing its attention towards antiquities, The lecturer 
enumerated some of the discoveries which had been made, and exhibited 
a large number of lantern slides of ancient Jewish Synagogues and 
ether relics of antiquity. 

Dr. BUCHLER, in proposing a vote of thanks to the lecturer, stressed 
the great need of providing the necessary funds to carry out the important 
work of excavation. The Hebrew University of Jerusalem, he said, 
provided the workers and devised the work, but it was not ina position 
to defray the cost,

One of the Tannaim, Rabbi Judah. contended that “the Jubilee is 
reckoned with the f ving septad ” (Nedarim 61a)}—+1.c., the fiftieth year was 
both the Jubilee and the tirst of the new cycle. 


This latter Opinion has been defended by some recent scholars on astro- 
nomical grounds. Kalish also favours this view because, he argues, it is 
supported by the evidence of post- Biblical literature. He points out that 
Judas besiewed the Syrian garrison in Jerusalem in the 150th year of the 
Seleucidic era (i.¢., 163 8.c.e.), which was a Sabbatical year (1 Maccabees vi, 
49), a statement confirmed by Josephus (Antiquities XII, ix, 5). We further 
know that the 177th year of that era (i.e., 135), in which Simon Maccabeus 
was murdered (1 Maccabees \ VI, 14ff) was also Sabbatical (Antiquities XIIT, 
viii, 1). Josephus likewise mentions that Herod’s capture of Jerusalem, which 
took place in the year 37, was similarly @ special year (Antiquities XV, i, 2). 
A comparis:n of these dates shows that 126 years elapsed between the first 
and th.rd events, and ninety-cight years between the second and third. Both 
these numbers are divisible by seven, thus proving that over a period of 4 
century and a quarter, when at least two Jubilees must have occurred, it was 
still the seventh vear.that was Sabbatical. The conclusion must, therefore, 
be that. assuming the statements of the Jewish historians to be accurate,they 
confirm the view of Rabbi Judah as against that of the Rabbinic majority,

Imperial and Foreign News. 


Proposed New American Representation. 
“ Aliens from the Commonwealth of Israel.” 


Congressman Tucker has introduced a proposal into the House of 
Rpresentatives in favour of a redistribution of the seats in the House on 
the basis of the number of citizens in every constituency, exclusive of 
the alien population. In the course of his speech Congressman Tucker 
declared that “aliens from the Commonwealth of Israel and strangers 
from the covenants of Promise” were not intended to take part in the 
Government of the country. Congressman Sirovitch raised strong 
objections to the terms used by Congressman Tucker in his speech which 
he characterised as a deliberate attack on the Jews. Congressman 
Tucker explained however, that he did not mean to attack the Jews and 
that he only quoted the Apostie St. Paul from the Epistle to the 
Ephesians. 


American Jewish Congress. 


Dr. Wise’'s Warning Against Intolerance. 
[From our Correspondent —NEW YORK.) 


Rabbi Dr. Stephen Wise delivered the Presidential Address at the 
opening of the session of the American Jewish Congress at Atlantic City. 
He declared his tirm intention not to stand for the post of President 
again, but expressed his readiness to continue to work with the Congress. 
In a survey of the achievements of the Congress in the United States and 
abroad, he advocated carefal and vigorous action on behalfof the Jewish 
minorities in various countries and close attention to the growing dis. 
crimination against Jews in America in the educational institutions and 
in employment. He also asked the Congress to consider carefully the 
Jewish Agency scheme, and warned American Jewry against the mani. 
festations of strong undemocratic tendencies in its midst. The agenda 
of the Congress includes consideration of the immigration restrictions in 
the United States, the discrimination against Jews in the American 
Universities and in businesses, Jewish communal organisation in America, 
the Jewish work in Palestine, the protection of Jewish minorities abroad, 
the persecution of the Jewish religion and Hebrew in Russia, and the 
relief of Jewish sufferers from the famine in Bessarabia and Lithuania. 


The Passion Play in New York. 


Jewish and Christian Opinion. 
[From our Correspondent—NEW YORK.) 


During the past few weeks there have been a number of goodwill 
meetings and expressions by Rabbis and preachers to further the increas. 
ingly warm relationship between Christian and Jew. In Brooklyn, at a 
recent “Goodwill Rally,” Rabbi Lyons and County Judge W. Bernard 
Vause spoke for a more tolerant relationship between the two faiths, and 
denounced “certain " Protestant denominations that are fostering preju- 
dice against Catholics and Jews throughout America. Dr. Lyons berated 
those Jews who are too cowardly to admit their religion and live by its 
precepts, and declared that this was a large contributing factor towards 
the existing disrespect of Christians for Jews. Judge Vause asserted 
that the Jew is human and should be treated in a humane way, and that 
there is no room for prejudice or intolerance. 

On another occasion the Kev. Dr. T, H. Gallagher, of a Brooklyn 
church, suggested to his congregation that a Jew be nominated as Mayor 
of New York in the next election. “Jews rank high in intelligence and 
are steady, consistent and level-headed,” said Dr. Gallagher. ‘ Wecould 
easily Jay the mantie of power upon a good Jew and have no reason to 
anticipate stormy to-morrows.” 

On Good Friday a number of Christian ministers took special pains 
to absolve.the Jews from the entire Crucifixion blame. The Rev. Dr. §. 
Parkes Cadman, the eminent preacher, made a plea to Christians of the 
world not to place the sole blame for the Crucifixion upon the Jews an 
said that every time this accusation is made Christ is being “ re-crucified.” 

But one wonders what the value of these goodwill utterances is 
when an incident like the “Passion Play” affair is likely to destroy 
all the better understanding that the Rabbis and preachers strive to 
build up. The entire Jewish press, the Rabbinate, a section of the 
Christian Ministry and Jewish organisations have been aroused by the 
presentation of the “ Passion Play” by a Jew, Mr. Morris Gest, the well.

Growth of Palestine Colonisation. 
REPORT OF UNITED PALESTINE APPEAL. 
[COMMUNICATED. } 

The extent to which the Jewish effort to rebuild Palestine as the 
Jewish National Homeland has affected the entire Holy Land is indicated 
in a report just issued by the United Palestine Appeal, of New York. 
The figures that have been made available are the result of a census 
taken bv the Palestine Foundation Fund in Palestine, for which the 
United Palestine Appeal is the American fund-raising agency. These 
figures, which reveal the enormous growth of Jewish colonisation since 
the World’ War. show that there are 2,586 farms in Palestine, none of 
them comprising less than 10 dunams. 

In 1881, prior to the immigration of the first Jewish settlers, there 
were five Jewish farmsteads in the whole of Palestine. In the two 
decades following, 380 farms were established, while in the next fifteen 
vears, 451 more farmers were settled, dus largely to the assistance of Baron 
Edmond de Rothschild and various Zionist associations. Half of the 
total number of farms now in existence have been established since the 
War, and the majority have been financed by the Palestine Foundation 


Socialist Colonisation in Palestine. 
THE JEWISH SOCIALIST LABOUR CONFEDERATION, 

Oa Thursday ‘evening, at the Bloomsbury Palace Rooms, the Poale- 
Zion movement held a reception to Mr. KR. H. Tawney, Professor Brodetsky 
and Mr. Herbert Morrison (Chairman of the National Executive of the 
British Labour Party), with Mc.

Mr. MORRISON said that Zionism would give the Jews an opportunity 
to develop the great qualities inherent in them. He also referred to the 
Labour Party's interest in Zionism. 

Mc. R. H. TAWNEY (who had recently returned from Palestine) likened 
himself to a solitary lion in aden of Daniels. He had made a short tour 
of Palestine in compiny with Mr. Grimshaw ofthe International Labour 
Organisation, and was deep!y impressed by what he saw there. There 
was in Paleatine, he said, a poweful C>-»perative and Trale Uaion Move. 
ment, the Trade Unions embracing 75 per cent of the workers in the 
country. Ioahis view the greatest and most promising achievement of 
Zionism was the Childrens’ Colony. The Zionist Movement was one 
which had its roots in the common people and was a movement of great 
ideals. The people of Palestine were working for a great cause, 
and the testing time would be when the old generation had 
died and the new one arisen. The real divisions of history were 
not dates but generations. The -school in the Childrens’ Colony 
was probably the finest he had ever seen. The children were growing 
naturally into the new ideals of their parents. If this were continued, 
the experiment must succeed. The Zionist experiment, continued Mr. 
Tawney, was the largest and most successful piece of Socialist colonisa- 
tion that the world had yet seen. The impulse behind the Move. 
ment was the desire of the colonists to create a new kind of Society 
on communal lines. They had exchanged conditions of servitude 
for freedom. Some of the communities were run on such com. 
munal lines that it would be thought impossible for them to 
exist; but they were successful. There was a different note in the 
Palestinian Trade Union movement to that in Europe. They were ina 
position of responsibility, struggling with nature, building a new com- 
munity. The practical problems must be faced by them or by no-one; 
in a sentence, they were a community of enterprising, alert, well- 
educated peasants, hopeful, self-confident and alive. Their gravest 
problem was the antagonism generated by two different standards 
of life. Social and factory legislation was, compared to European 
standards, out of date. There was a danger in both too slow and 
too rapid progress. Mr. Tawney could not understand the curious 
idea that Palestine was a poor field for investment of capital. The 
Labour Movement in Palestine could readily deal with it as it came into 
the country. . |

So longas they were living sentient 
beings, they would keep their own views, their own principles, their own 
convictions, their own hopes and ideals as men and women. They were 
not going, for the sake of a so-called unity, to give up all that they 
possessed in hopes and in ideals. If the Jewish Agency meant, as it 
cecmed to him the scheme did mean, a forsaking of their principles. if it 
meant giving up all that they bad been fighting for in the last thirty 
years, then he was sure a false hope was being raised by the talk of 
unity (Cheers). 

Some of the non Zionists, Dr. Gaster proceeded, who now spoke o 
unity, published a manifesto some years ago in THE TIMES condemning 
Zionists and speaking of their want of patriotism, because they spoke 
apd worked for the establishment of a Jewish National Home. That 
was indeed the purpose of Zionists. Their aim was the salvation of the 
Jewish people, and that could not be helped, much less accomplished by 
the establishment ofa colony here and a colony theré. That had been 
the work of the “ Chovevi Zion.” But the leaders of Zionism declared 
that there was a great problem to be solved... Jews, as-a people were 
without a home of their own; they were only at best tolerated, and in 
many instances had to go hat in hand to everybody, from the lowest 
policeman to the highest minister, even to secure toleration. Zionism 
dcclared its intention to belp in bringing this state of things to an end, 
and for that reason they demanded an automomons, legally secured home 
for the Jewish people. They wanted to establish a National Home by 
their own sweat and blood, and thus enhance the dignity of the Jewish 
position throughoutthe world; they would strive to be independent of ghetto 
instiintions. and give to the Jew a place in the sun which every nation 
had a right to claim. Zonism was not- thus to be a mere economic 
movement. It was not to be a matter of merely planting a few people 
on the soi’. What good could that do to the Jewish people’ What could 
it do for them if they established a few more colonies, and supposing they 
obtained a few millions in the way of charity for the purpose? Charity! 
Was that what they meant by Zionism—creating constantly a breed of 
beggars! They wanted to raise their people—not to lower them. They 
wanted to make them independent men and women and to sce them no 
longer dependant upon their capacity for licking the boots of the rich, 
Did they think a nation can be established by achnorring? Their aim 
was a high and noble one. They meant the resuscitation of their people, 
that would be by raising them up again to the dignity of a great nation, 
worthy of their past. Thus they would see that the founders of Zionism 
did not work for what was now intended by Zionists. Supposing they 
bad another ten thousand or five thousand Jews in Palestine within the 
ni xt few years.

It was the vital function of the 
Mizrachi to. combat these tendencies. ‘There conld be no future for 
Jew sh life where such religious anarchy prevailed. Radical teachers 
im lalestine cmulated in somewhat different way the example of those 


Jewish hooligans in Eastern Galicia, who recently violated the synagogue. 
ie called upon the Jews of Great Britain and Ireland to help the 
Mirvccchi in the sacred work it was carrying on in Fretz Yisrael.

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MISCELLANY. 


The Board of Trade statistics of emigration for the year ending last 
March reveal the interesting fact that Canada was preferred to South 
Africa, Australia, New Zealend and other Dominions by the emigrants. 
The total number of emigrants from Great Britain to Canada during 
that period was 57,216, while the total to Australia was alittle over 6,000. 
The number of Jewish emigrants was remarkably small. Only five 
cases were sent to Canada by the Emigration Committee of the Jewish 
Board of Guardians, one to Australia and four to South Africa during 
the corresponding period. The Emigration Committee of the Board 
state that while the laws restricting immigration continue in force in the 
Colonies it is not likely that the work of the Committee will expand. 
tut it seems to me extraordinary that so few applications for emigration 
were received by the Board. 


With the advent of the London season, Society women are doing 
their utmost for the funds of the great London hospitals. They signal 
out for their special efforts, perhaps naturally, womens and children’s 
hospitals. A ball will be held at the Park Lane Hotel on June 12th for 
the Hospital for Sick Children, Great Ormond Street, in which tliere are 
many little Jewish in-patients. Several influential ladies have already 
given their patronage to this ball, and among them I may mention the 
Marchioness of Reading and her daughter-in-law, Viscountess Erleigh, 
Lady Melchett, Lady Sassoon, Lady Samuel, the Hon. Mrs. Charles 
Rothschild, the Hon. Mrs. Sebag-Montetiore, and Mrs. Arthur Sassoon. 


Another very deserving hospital in whose aid a ball will be held is 
the British Hospital for Mothers and Babies, for which the Countess of 
Carlisic is arranging the “ Romance of History Ball” at Claridges on the 
Yéth of June. This fanction will have as its principal feature a pageant 
of beautiful women representing romantic characters in history. Mrs. 
\nthovy de Rothschild will represent Cleopatra and Miss Myrtle Baron, 
l’ceahontas.
